In the first part of Ootober 1946 friction arose between BRK1VBATO and POYENMANDO 
/pu Yen Man Tu j Buin Mandaho/, who had moved from V.angyehmi&o fio Hallar7 and had 
been made vioe-oheirman of tEe Mongojian-Coimnunist administration in HaiTar. The 
oleavage arose from disagreement on polltloal principles. POYENMANDO believed in 
ocmmunistio principles and wanted to cooperate with the Chinese Communists j BRKIM- 
BATO felt that the Inhabitants of Bailar were "well off" and did not need Communist 
help. The people themselves felt the same way and supported ERE1MBAT0 by organ- 
ising their own "self-defense" greup to keep the Communists from gaining control 
of the oity. 

Because of the friotion, POYENMANDO moved his wing of the autonomous government to 
Chaluntun (122-42, 46-01) in Ootober 1946 and set up a new government.
